House oy REPRESENTATIVES. = The motion 
of Mr. Garret Davis, of Kentucky, requesting 
documents, &c, of the President, was the first 
business in order.—The motion was so modified, 
as to make further demands of the President, 
calling on him to state, through the Secretary of 
War, whether the presente war with Mexico was 
waged with a view to conquest orto what extent 
he designed to prosecute it. It was also added, 
that the information communicated should be re~ 
ceived with closed doors, 

Mr Darragh, of Pennsylvania, being entitled 
to the floor, 10s2, end made a speech of an hour's 
length, in favor of the Resolution, He went in- 
to an examination of the President's Message, and 
denounced it im severe terms, Tne message, 
seid Mr Darragh, 1s a cunningly devised instru- 
ment; war is to be denounced asa dieadful and 
unnecessary evil He dwelt with much sarcasm 
and bitter comment on the reasons assigned by 
the Executive for permitting the return of Santa 
Anna. The gentleman gat down, and was repli- 
ed to by Mr. Stanton of Tennessee, who eonten- 
ded that the resolution had for its object, destgns 
ninch deeper than appeared on the face of it— 
Fe defended the course of the President. With 
regard to tle question under consideration, it was 
answered in the message. 

The war was not one of conquest: but was 
solely to enforce justice on Meaico Mr. Seddon, 
of Virginia, thought the discussion was altogeth- 
er premature. He could not exactly agree wath 
the views of his democratic friend on this subject. 
He stated what he considered equity and the laws 
of nations demand of us They demanded that 
we should punish Mexico, and enforce indemuifi- 
cation for the wrongs we have suffered. These 
claims did not necessarily look to conquest. 

The right of the Executive extends no farther 
than to establish provisional governments, which 
he has done; but legislative rights may alter and 
amend them, He contended that the message 
was strictly in accordance with national lay— 
Mr, Woodward, of South Carolina, then gave his 
interpretation of the law of nations. Mr. Boyd, 
of Kentucky, obtained the ‘floor, Finally the 
question was informally passed over. Several 
executive: communications were received; and 
the House adjourned to Monday next, in order to

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COÑCLUSIVE EXPERIMENTS- WITH ALGER’s 
Bomsscannon.—The. experiments with the'new 
twelve inch cannon; recently cast at Algers 
foundry,. were resumed at South “Boston Point 
on Wednesday, and continued until yesterday 
aftérnoon -: In al} if has been fired 93 times, a 
different elevations, with various ‘charges, and 
fuses calculated to burn different lengths of time 
The main experiment was tried yesterday with 
perfect success, with the regular service.charge. 
‘Before the cannon was cast, Col, Bomford, rely- 
ing upon his calculations, based upon the propor- 
tions of the piece, predicted that it would carry 
a quarter of a mile further than any shot on ze~ 
cord. It was loaded and elevated as follows :— 
25 lbs. of powdery, and a shel] of 182 lbs., gontain- 
ing seven Jhs of powder, and fitted with ‘a 36 
seconds fuse, and elevated to 35 degrees, being 
four less.than the elevation at which it may be 
fired. The shell felt at a. distance of 3 1-2 miles, 
at Squantum, baridéd itself five feet in a rocky 
bed, where it exploded, tearing out a pit about 12 
foet ın diameter at the top, and thrawing out rocks 
aalargeasa hogshead, Such a shot taking ef- 
fect ona ship mustdestroy her. The gun is fix- 
ed on a wooden carriage, with iron fastenings, and 
eccentric wheels, invented by Major Webber. 
The recoil on the firing described was 28 1iches, 
The greatest, distance of any shot-on record is 
three miles and a quarter. The length of the 
gon is dbout ten feet, the usual length of a long 
thirty-two’ pounder. In the course of the after- 
noon several discharges were made wath & and 10 
second fuses, and several shells were exploded at 
the height of about a mule, spreading their fraga 
ments over a gréat stitface of the wafer below, 
and leaving suspended in the air a dense body of 
smoke, tesombling a balloon, and “ nothing else.” 
Sëvotal gentlemen were present from the city to 
witness the firing, which was under the direction 
of Col. Bomford, assisted by Lieut. Rodman, of 
the ordnance service. ` 

During the intervals of firing the Columbian, 
Lieut. Harwood, of the Navy, repeatedly fired a 
new short 32 ponnder, charged with shell, sever- 
al of which were made to explode in the air, at 
heights and distances previously calculated — 
Séveral ricochet shots were also fired with both 
guns. One object of these experiments is to 
prove that the medium length cannon can be so 
‘constructed as to discharge shot or shell. with 
equal precision and sefety; and hereafter onr 
United States ships will be fitted out with thirty-

Major 
Graham te proceed, to San Luis and deliver his 
message; but that* officer's instructions being 
peremptory he returned tq Monterey. When 
Major Graham loft Monterey on the 16th itant, 
General Worth was under orders tó move against 
Saltillo. He was to have left the nextday. Gen 
Taylor-intended-to accompany him with the 2d 
‘Regiment Dragoons, but would return’ again to 
Monterey, leaving Gen, Worth there Ne posis- 
tance was anticipated from the enemy, 

“Our letter# continue to speak of Santa Anna’s 
preparations at San Luis Potosi, It was report- 
ed that he had collected 30,000 men; but this 
aas considered by many an exaggeration, Gen.

Gen- 
erals Twiggs’s and Butlers Commands were in 
eamp outside the town.

ANECDUTE OF THE LATE BENJAMIN RUSSEL. 
—The worthy editor of the Columbian Centnel 
was alwaysa model of enterprise and industry — 
For years after he commenced the publication of 
that paper, he not only acted as the sole editor 
and reporter, but also worked considerably at 
caso, in setting type, and performed a goodly 
share of the press work. It is related of him, 
that once having published an article which was 
considered personal, and highly offensive, by a 
certain individual of high standing in the commu- 
nity, the aggrieved person visited „the unfortu~ 
nate printer, armed with a cowskin, and fully 
determined to give him a sound threshing. Ac~ 
cording to the custom of the time, he was array- 
ed in white kerseymere small clothes, white silk 
stockings and white vest.

territory of California To-day, a rumor arrives 
and remains undisputed; to-morrow, it is added 
to, or succeéded by another equally absurd, 
though perhaps altogether different. in nature 
from the first, bnt to trace either to their origin 
would puzzle the shrewdest member of the bar, 
and defy the skill of the most scientific cross-ques- 
tioner that ever wearied and annoyed a witness. 
Most’ nonzensical and ridiculous are the many 
‘ways in which these rumors originate, A trav- 
eller halts for the night at the rancho or residence 
ofa countryman. The ever-prevailing inquiry 
is first. instituted, the never-failing demand for 
the news first made. “Nothing of importance” 
does nat satisfy tha host—a series of questioning 
commences, and to satisfy his disappointed and 
pressing enteıtainer, the traveller ‘lets off? an im- 
provement upon some item of little interest, to 
satisfy and appease the loquacious questioner, and 
afford him food for reflection But great is the 
result thereof The traveller jogs on—the uns 
important occurrence farthest from his mind — 
A town is soon overhauled in the course of his 
travels, and he, in turn, demands the news;— 
great is his astonishment—the place is agitated 
by accer d intelligence of importance from 
the very town from whence he commenced his 
journey. He is ditect from there—he makes no 
inquiry as to date, orig, &¢ —*it is recent,” 
and .on he goes again. imparting the important 
newa—the bearer of his own fabulous construce 
tions! 

Many rumors aro there raised that have un- 
daubted good effect—others most injurious. The 
inventor, or projector, or perpetrator, is occasions 
ally benefigted by the result, but it should be 
“woe to him” if he be caught indulging his mis- 
chief-making propensity.

~” By the Santa Cruz (schooner ) which arrived 
here on Monday last from Honolulu, wa are fur- 
nished with late Island papers, and additional 
news from Mexico. The invading army had 
left Saltillo—taken Tampico—and were proceed- 
ing with haste against Vera Cruz. Santa Anna 
had abandoned San Luis Potosi, and it was be- 
lieved he was marching to regain possession of 
Monterey, It was hoped that the difficulties be- 
tween United States and Mexico would be speed- 
ily adjusted, as a Commissioner had recently ar~ 
rived in the Republic with new proposals, which, 
it was thought, would be accepted. The S, I. 
News of March 31st. has the following :— 


“The Argo brings us Mexican, papers to the 
18th February, from which we take the follow~ 
ing: j 

Gets Scott had assumed the command of the 
American forces, having arrived at Tampico with 
an additional body of troops, Gen. Taylor had 
marched from Monterey and Saltillo to the south- 
ward, to join Gen. Scott; and their united forces, 
amounting to oyer 20,000 men, would, march up- 
on Vera Cruz, which was to be attacked imme- 
diately by sea and land, if the ultimatum sent to 
Mexico by the United States was nat acccepted 

Santa Anna left San Luis Potosi on the 3ist 
Jan., as stated in ‘El Republicano’ of the 12th ult., 
with 10,090 men, and 19 pieces of heavy artille- 
ry. At the same time Generals Parodi dnd Me- 
jia had marched from Fula with 11,000. All 
were directed upon Monterey, and the reason of 
this forward movement upon that place is proba- 
bly to be found in the fact that Gen, Taylor had 
just quitfed it. The Republicano also adds that 
thia statement of troops does not include the ar~ 
my which was in Tula, nor the brigades of Me- 
rion and Iuyera. The Mexican army was jn a 
miserable condition, without pay, and almost des- 
titute of clothing, and we notice in the same pa~ 
per the following: 

“ Last night a courier arrived with despatches 
from General Santa Anna, in which he announces 
his arrival at Matehala on the 7th inst, (Feb) 
withdut any important occurrence, but over- 
whelmed with misery in consequence of the neg~ 
lect of the government to make the necessary 
provisions for the necessities ‘of the army.” 

Contradictory statements are not wanting, for 
while we learn from one source that Gen Tay- 
lor had marched to the south, as bofore stated, 
El Republicano of the 12th ult, says. 

t We know that General Taylor has fortified 
himself at Saltillo, and has nearly six thousand 
men, with sixteen pieces of artillery.” 

In El Senorense, of loptora, of Feb. 18th, we 
notice a despatch from Gen. Merion to Santa 
Anna, dated at the hacienda de la Encarnacion, 
néar Tula, informing kim that he had capthred 
an advance post of the Americans at that place, 
taking prisoners two staff officers, four subalterns, 
and seventy six men, among whom was a Mexi- 
can, who was immediately shot. This feat ap- 
pears ta have been performed with á whole brig 
ade, and Santa Anna replies that it has covered 
itself with glory—gives it thanks in the name 
of the nation, and directs that the spoils of the 
enemy be divided among the valiant trod

COOLNESS AND INTREPIDITY O 
GENERAL TAYLOR. ` 


A correspondent of the Baltimore Sun, him- 
self a soldier in the battle at Monterey, in a let- 
ter from that place, gives a deseription of the 
charge ın which Col. Watson fell. The Tennes- 
seeans were ın advance of the Baltimoreans, he ` 
says, some ten yards, the Mississippi regiment 
some ten yards behind them, and the deadly fire 
of the Mexicans was rapidly thinning their ranks, 
when Gen Taylor rode up, The writer says .— 

Now came the thrilling scene of all A huge 
Tennesseean sung out ‘silence men—here comes 
Old Zack—three cheers for Old Zack.” Three 
tremendous cheers were now given, until 

Hf[eaven’s broad arch-rang back the sound.” 

I trembled for his safety, for I expected to see 
him fall every moment. 

Great God! I never can forget that sight— 
The gallant old soldier turned to the young o= 
cer who accompanied him and received from him 
a spyglass, which he applied to his eye, as if to 
survey the scene around him. ‘There laid at least 
400 men shot down; the General calmly shut up. 
the glass and returned it to the officer, and then 
riding still nearer the foe, until he was up even 
with the Tennesseeans, gave the order to “retire.” 
I followed him with my eyes till I saw him be- 
yond the danger of the small arms and then al- 
most involuntarily uttered an ejaculation of 
thanksgiving to the Almighty that his invaluable 
life was still preserved to his country.
